There duties were imposed for the 
first time in September, 1909, ond constituted an 
entirely normal form of taxation. Thora were 
increased ut various times subsequent to that 
date, and on March 16th this year o reaolution 
was parsed by this Council increasing thom toa 
yory considerable extent. - Now, Sir, the aston- 
ishing ‘circumstance is this, that while 
we. aro obliged. to pay this heavy taxa. 
tion npon our drinks’ we ure compelled also to. 
givo 20 per cent, of thet taxation to the military 
contribution upon the unscund theory that wo 
are able fo pay. a lorgor contribution, whoreas 
the contrary is munifostly the case, Let me 
pars on now {o conrider another point. T 
Doliove it is romotimes argued that becaune wo 
do not puy in this Colony the entire cost of our 
garrison it must neoorsarily ‘follow that the 
amount which we pay for military contri- 
pution cannot. ba considered on wnreason- 
able amount. Sir, such o contention has 
at all evonts the charm of novelty, for the Socro- 
tory of Stute in, his dispatch | datod 20th | 
February, 1890, stated that the Colony would 
thon bo called upon to pay ouc-roventh of the 
thon cast of this garrison, namely, £40,000 ont. 
of £280,000 annually. That, ossorsmont of 
$40,000 was basod upon a garrison of 2,828 
troops.’

twonty years ago we wero paying in sterling

TE we look at it froma dollar point of view the’ 
yosult ig even more atriking, for wo shall find 
that we paid last year five times as much ia 
dollars a8 we did (wouty years ago. .

Gir, since the present system of reckoning. the 
contribution came into force in the beginning 
of 1901 cur payments kaye gone up ‘in 
an astoniehing degree. Wheross ‘in 1901 we 
aid sight and & halflakbs for military contriba- 
ion, we paid Jast -yoar 14 lakbs ef dollars in 
wilitary covtribution, Bir, the unofficial mem- 
bers of this Council yiold to no ove in their 
devotion to the.

JAPANESE PROPOSAL FOR REDUCTION. 


Tho Fiji Shimpo, in_a loading article, dis- 
cusses the high prico of Japartesa'avery-day food, 
and suggests: the opening of special markets 
with a view to supplying the poople with neces- 
sities, at lower. prices, It cannot ‘bo: donied, 
writes our ‘Tokyo contemporary, that the wealth 
of Japan is far below that of Western countries, 
yot the price of tho necessaries of. life ia very 
high in comparison with other countries. In- 
creased taxation, the adoption of monopolies, 
.the expansion of currency, and other similar 
causes are no doubt responsible for forcing up 
the prices of general commodities, The: con- 
sequence is that . the diffloulty of: obtain- 
jog a livelihood is moro and more’. 'in- 

crensing omong the Sple. Thoro is, 
however; another factor that tonds to intensify 
tho distress in the oountry. Not only ia the 
prodaction ‘of daily nocessaries in Japan con- 
ducted ina primitive manner, but the producer 
and consamor are bopeldssly soparated by the 
intervention of too many middlemen. This is 
obviously disudvantageous both to the yproducor 
and consumer, as the price of every commodit 

“will become higher for every additional hand it 
passes through. If means could:bo devised to 
bring the prodnoer and consumer into closer 
touch’ by dispensing with middlemen, thers in 


his produce and tho Irtter conld buy more 
clenply than st present. : ; 
Tu somo foreign countries, continues the Iii, 
aaystem of cheapening tho cost of daily necos- 
surics hes boon tried and is still.in existence. 
In thoso countries open markets. are held ‘at 
fixed intervals for the salo ‘hy. ‘the producer of 
graina, vegetables, meats, opps, am other food 
to which only the direct consumer can obtain 
acco:s, In: Paris and Berlin this kind of market, 
which was stari2d long ago, is still in vogue, 
much bo the benofit of the gonoral consumer, 8 
he can got goods at these markets from 30'to 40 
er cent. cheaper’ than at the retailers.
